man elected by the majority of the people is the nominee 
of his party, and his election acts as an Instruction to the 
Senators and the members of the House of the State Legis- 
lature.

presidential ticket.

Eastern college called upon a certain lawyer and applied for 
a position as correspondent.

were earning $25 a week for doing the same work, the 
woman applicant asked for the same amount. 


"Why, that Is all we pay the men. 
If- we have to pay 


the same wages we will hire a man," exclaimed the aston- 
ished lawyer. 
"The men who take positions here expect 


to spend their life In the business, and all of the ttma 
which we use In teaching them we expect to be entirely

Whether that 
will be done or not the public Is as good a judge as I. 


In my own part of the country Senators are already 


substantially elected by the people. Parry primaries are 
held and a majority is required; if there i.s only a plurality 
In the first primary, another is held between the two high- 
est candidates, so that there shall be a majority, and the 
man Delected by the majority of the people is the nominee 
of his party, and his election acts as an instruction to the 
Senators and the members of the House of the State Legis- 
lature. A. man would no sooner think of violating it than 
an elector would think of violating his pledge for a certain 
presidential ticket.

In many cases she has received 


a better nnd more finished education, and be- 
lieves she Is better adapted to a certain line of 
work than he is. 
Picture her disappointment 


when she learns that she will be paid but half of hia 
'(alary. 


A young woman who returned to Chicago fresh from an 


Eastern college called upon a certain lawyer and applied for 
a position as correspondent. 
Knowing that several men 


were earning $2o a week for doing the same work, the 
woman applicant asked for the same amount. 


"Why, that is all we pay the men. If- we have to pay 


the same wages we will hire a man," exclaimed the aston- 
ished lawyer. "The men who take positions here expect 
to spend their life in the business, and all of the time 
which we use in teaching them we expect to be entirely 
repaid In their after years of service. With a woman it Is 
different 
She will be with us a few months, or at best a 


few years, then leaves to get married. It does not pay us 
to hire n woman when we can get a man at the same 
wages." 


On the other hand, there are many means of earning a 


livelihood that-nre open to women where they are welcome, 
and nre paid as much, if not more, than men. 
Physicians 


have learned that only a woman's hand can soothe the 
nervous patient, nnd that only the woman's voice is wel- 
come in the sick room. For tills reason women nurses are 
paid high salaries, and the man who ventures to become a 
nurse finds that his services are in little demand.
